Planting Time 


Your Trees will be ready to plant as soon as they 
arrive. Living south of me, your growing season 
starts before mine does here in Maine. I have to 
wait until the frost leaves the ground before I can 
dig your Trees. Often this is around the middle of 
April—sometimes before. As soon as it’s possible, 
Ll dig and ship your Evergreens. Plant them at 
once when they arrive. They'll be ready to burst 


Because of the excessive cost of packing small orders, 
no order will be accepted for less than five trees, and 
no order for less than one dollar value. All orders must 
be in multiples of five trees of one kind and size.
